contract. 
Consequently, 
the great majority of contracts 
that we enter into are never put 
into

form. 
But 
exact 
terms of an oral contract may 
be difficult to establish if a dis­ 
agreement 
arises, 
and

well 
drawn written contract will help 
to avoid the 
unfortunate 
dis­ 
putes which arise from honest 
misunderstanding. 


The most important prerequis­ 
ite of a clear contract is that it 
cover the essential elements of 
performance. This is not as dif­ 
ficult as it might seem. Here is 
a good rule to follow: As to the 
acts 
of 
each 
party 
determine 
what is to be done. when, where 
and by whom. 8ee that these es­ 
sential parts are included in your 
agreement. 
In addition, remember that if 
a contract is worth signing, it is 
worth reading and understand­ 
ing—all of it.
